For the record, Deputy Commissioner did not discuss this with the business partner and 
he advised the Enforcement Director and Commission Legal Counsel of the 
conversation. The Commissioner also did not believe the Licensee’s conversation was an 
attempt at an ex-parte conversation, just a meeting in passing as they are 
neighbors.  The Commission Counsel advised that this request is in the parameters of 
the statute.  For this reason the Commission felt it appropriate to move forward. 
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
